OTTAWA, Feb, 5—Last night 
im Quebec's largest’ auditorium, 
packed to the reof with electors 
Of Quebec East, Louis St. Laurent, 
minister of justice, made two 
statements which can only mean 
8 fight to the finish between the 
Dominion gevernment and Que- 
bec extremist Nationalists, 


Mr. St. Laurent declares that he 
was in favor of the plebiscite and, 
if elected, would ask Quebec to free 
the Government from all limitation 
on the-war effort. 

He declared himself to be in favor 
of conscription for the defence of 
Canada. This he said did not mean 
that the defence of Canada will be 
made solely on Canadian soil, For 
the defence of Canada it may be 
necessary to send men out of Can- 
ada to fight overseas. Thus Mr. St. 
Laurent met squarely the head-on 
attack of the Nationalists. 
EXTRAORDINARY MEET 
\Direct reports from Quebec de- 
clare that the meeting was the most 
extraordinary political gathering 
ever held in the historic riding. The 
auditorium was packed to the roof. 

It was noted, too, that the audi- 
ence was largely from 25 years up; 
the older people whose judgment 
in Quebec counts for much.

candidate, also held a9 meeting. 
Again it waa a great meeting and 
the enthusiasm was unbounded. 
It wae noted, here, the Bouchard 
audience was composed largely of 
people under 25 years of age.

First mining operations begun 
last spring produced 16,928 barrels 
of crude oi] from approximately 
18,852 tons of sand, he said.

General Says 
He’s Proud Of 
Canada Forces 


OTTAWA, Feb, 5.—(CP)— Lt.- 
Gen, A. G. L. McNaughton, com- 
mander of the Canadian Corps 
who is visiting Canada for con- 
sultations on military matters, ar- 
rived early today by train from 
Montreal, completing the first 
half of a round-trip journey 
which will soon take him over- 
sees again. 

For 15 minutes he and members 
of his party stood on the station 
platform in bitter cold to chat with 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King, 
Defence Minister Ralston, army 
chiefs, relatives and friends on 
hand to meet him. 

In a brief press interview he ex- 
pressed pride in Canada’s overseas 
soldiers and made it plain that 
while in the Dominion he does not 
intend to get involved in contro- 
versial issues, 


IN FINE SHAPE 

“The men overseas are in mighty 
fine shape,” Gen. McNaughton said. 
“There is every reason to have 
pride in them.” 

One. reporter asked: “Could you 
use some more?” 

Gen. McNaughton paused, step- 
ped back a pace and laughed. “And 
I thought the press were friends of 
mine.” But a second later he be- 
came serious again, 

He had a job to do in Canada, he 
said without going into details, 
which was not particularly related 
to circumstances which might be 
the subject of controversy, And he 
added that at any rate he did not 
know the local situation. 


AT MONTREAL 


Before he left Montreal Gen. Mc- 
Naughton said: 

“What would the average Cana- 
dian soldier want me to say to Can- 
ada for him?” said the General, 
pondering a question which had 
been put by a reporter. “Well, I 
think the thought uppermost in his 
mind are his dear ones at home and 
I think my boys would like me. to 
say ‘we send our love’.” 

As to what the general request 
might be to the Canadian public 
from the average Canadian soldier 
he thought it might be “to keep on 
sending the cigarettes and letters,” 
In this connection he said he would 
like to pay tribute to the Canadians 
on the home front for their cigar- 
ettes and said that his departure 
from England had been made 
especially happy by his last task. “T 
had the pleasure of distributing 
608,000 cigarettes which had been 
sent to me for that purpose from 
Canada.”

The war will be decided on the 
sea and in the air, it was believed, 
although the final phase probably 
will find the Japanese digging-in 
in an attempt to hold positions al- 
ready won while the Allies throw 
land and air forces against them. 

Ratgoon is expected to become 
one of the world’s greatest air 
bases as an opening point for Bri- 
lish, Australian and American 
planes against the Japanese in 
Thailand, China and French In- 
do-China, 

Java in the Netherlands East In- 
dies is said to have scores of fields 
from which Allied planes can oper- 
ate against Japanese sea communi- 
cations and Japanese positions in 
the Philippines and the Indies. 

From Vladivostok in the north 
it is only 600 miles to Tokyo and an 
even shorter distance to other Jap- 
anese cities—an easy hop for big 
U. S. bombers, 


AIR SUPERIORITY NEEDED 

However, before any concerted 
air attacks can be made by the Al- 
lies, it was pointed out they must 
achieve air superiority which de- 
pends upon a steady flow of planes 
from the United States—fighters 
and medium bombers, which must 
be shipped, and big bombers, which 
can be flown to the Far East. 

This presupposes Allied control 
of the Pacific sealanes, protection 
of which is one of the U. S. Pacific 
leet'’s most important current 
tasks. 

The United States also is known 
to be sending supplies for land 
forces as well as air forces, and it 
was expected here that news of 
American tanks in action in Burma 
could be received in the near fu- 
ture.

day it opened, was given a long 
and loud ovation by his * fellow 
Liberals and many on the opposi- 
tion side when he resumed his 
seat. 

He said his purpose in speaking 
was to make it clear to everybody 
interested. “that my coNcurrence in 
the policy of a plebiscite is based 
on conviction and is given without 
any doubts or reservations what- 
ever.” 

He said he was surprised by the 
“confusion of thought which exist- 
ed in the country on the plebiscite, 
and the extent to which thought 
had been submerged by emotion.” 

“Even after allowance is made 
for extravagance of language due 
to by-elections, I can hardly be- 
lieve that such words as these 
should be used about a policy 
which appears to me natural, 
honorable and desirable — such 
words are cowardly, dastardly, 
contemptible, shameful, humiliat- 
ing and crowning indignity,” he 
continued, 

“Some of the press and certain 
ébite-infused, hate-inspired enemies 
of the prime minister have simply 
let themselves go, 

“They have let themselves go in 
a way that will make them ashamed 
in future months and years.” 
NOVA SCOTIANS 

Mr. Ilsley described his Nova 
Scotia background and said his 
people were of a race whose loyalty 
to the British Empire had always 
been taken for granted. 

“They do not think too much 
about home defence,” he = gaia. 
“Through centuries their sons have 
fought in distant parts of the world 
and they know that defence of the 
British Isles is their defence. 

“The distinction between serving 
in Canada and serving overseas is 
a distinction which for them has 
no meaning whatever. 

"These people bedieve, and I be- 
lieve, that this government, 
without too much regard for re- 
motely distant consequences, 
should take the most effective 
methods now of carrying on the 
war.

“Nelther as a member of the 
government nor as a member of 
the war committee, or otherwise,

CANADA'S NEW TANK 

Canada’s new heavy tank, soon 
to be in the hands of the Canadian 
overseas army is called “The Ram," 
he said, and he described it as the 
“Best ever.” 

He had a deep interest in the 
mobilization of Canadian industry 
and hoped to see something of that, 
particularly because of his satis. 
faction with the quality of the Bren 
guns, Bren carriers, tanks, armored 
cars and other products being ship- 
ped overseas, 

“In this war, as you know, 
man-power ja not the only thing,” 
sald the General. “It in the com- 
bination of manpower and indus- 
trial power that counts. You have 
got to use machines to multiply 
the speed of man.” 

Canadians should be thankful it 
is that kind of-war because no 
people in the world have a better 
background in the use of machin- 
ery. 

He was also anxious to see in 
Canada some of the training units 
for officers, non-commissioned of- 
ficers and tradesmen where soldiers 
get their training in the use of 
machines,

RUSSIAN SECRECY 

He doubted if the Russians had 
any specia] fortified line confront- 
ing the German attack but said the 
marvel of Russian defences was 
secrecy. 

“The Russians laid great emphasis 
on security and kept their plans 
secret even from their own people,” 
he said. “They don't tell their allies 
about them. Whereas we in the 
democracies tell each other what 
we have and, of course, eventually 
the information gets around to’ the 
enemy. 

“When things start moving again, 
and they will,” he said, “I think we 
have got to discipline ourselves to 
be content with a lot less: informa- 
tion than we have had in the past.” 


The Germans were probably 
surprised to the extent ef 100 
divisions and their equipment by 
the Russian secrecy. 

“Don’t let anyone think the 
German army is beaten,” sald the 
general as he recalled how the 
Germans came back after defeats 
in the First Great War to stage 
powerful offensives and finally 
had the Allies almost beaten in 
July, 1918. 

“There are ups and downs iri this 
business and we are never going 
to be able to let up on our ef- 
fort until we get our armies right 
into Berlin and the other capitals. 
It's Germany we have got to lick.” 

Mechanization means not less but 
more marching for the army, said 
the general. Consequently the 
training of the Canadian troops in- 
volved lots of marching ani units 
did their 40-mile treks without 
showing any ill-effects. 


HEAVY WITH ARMOR 
When the overseas army re- 
ceives the additional tank forma- 


heavily weighted with armor, said 
the general. This is in accord 
with Canada's role as an industria) 
nation. But leaning heavily on 
armored formations the country 
can carry its industrial efficiency 
into the front line. 

The general said it would be pre- 
sumptuous on his part to estimate 
the length of the war. He did not 
believe any man could. 

“Certainly it won't be shorter un- 
less we prepare for a long war and 
a heavy war and we have got to 
have lots of patience,” he said.

L.|TEXT OF JUDGMENT 


Full text of the judgment fol- 
lows: 

Rex vs. Imperial Tobacco Com- 
pany of ‘Canada, et al. 

Judgment of the Honourable Mr. 
Justice Ford. 

The above named company ana 
39 other companies and natural per- 
sons were charged under six’ sep- 
arate counts of breaches of Section 
32 of The Combines Investigation 
Act. Four of them elected to be 
tried by a Judge alone, as was their 
right under Section 39 of the A 
and their trial has not yet been 
held. The other 36 were tried by the 
Judge with a jury. They were al! 
found guilty and convicted on all 
six counts and fines were imposed 
varying from a high of $25,000 to 
a low of $250.00. 

This is an appeal by ali but W. 
C. Macdonald Incorporated. 


INFORMATION SWORN 


Of the 35 appellants all but two 
had been charged on the 27th of 
February, 1939, on information 
sworn by a police officer before A. 
I. Millar, K.C., a police magistrate, 
with an offence under Section 498 
of the Criminal Code in conspiring 
with one another and with several 
other persons named and other per- 
sons unknown “unlawfully to injure 
and civil wrongs,to do, to other 
persons and individuals being en- 
gaged in the manufacture, sale and 
distribution of tobacco and tobacco 
products”, etc. A preliminary en- 
quiry was held extending over sev- 
eral weeks and resulting in all the 
persons charged being remanded 
for trial. 

In due course a charge signed by 
the agent of the Attorney General, 
the substitute in this province for 
an indictment by a Grand Jury, 
was preferred before a Judge of 
this court. Certain proceedings in 
respect of that charge will be found 
reported in (1939) 3 W.W.R. 394, and 
577 and in (1940) 1 W.W.R. 124. 

Subsequently the trial proceeded 
and continued for ten days when 
it came to a stop by the authorized 
agent of the Attorney General fil- 
ing, on May 10th, 1940, a stay of pro- 
ceedings under the authority of 
section 962 of the Criminal Code. 

On the 19th of November, more 
than six months later, the Agent of 
the Attorney General, without any 
further preliminary enquiry, . pre- 
ferred the charge on which the 
trial now under review was held. 


PRELIMINARY ENQUIRY 


The evidence taken on the pre- 
liminary .enquiry on the charge 
under Section 498 was put befure 
the court, and it shows that the 
combine in question in that en- 
is the same combine in 
respect of which the appellanis 
have been tried and convicted 
though the tem of its operation is 
only partly the same. 


The appellants have raised 21 
grounds of appeal. The arguments 
of these grounds, which have ex 
tended over a period of fifteen days 
have been very exhaustive anu 
most illuminative. Several of them 
call for very serious and careful 
consideration, but with one or two 
exceptions, the result if the objec- 
tion is allowed, would appear to 
be the ordering of a new trial on 
the same charge. One exception 
which if allowed would result jn 
the quashing of the convictién 
without a new trial on the same 
charge, is that section 28 of C. 54 of 


| 1935 ‘Dom.) is, so far as all but lwo 


of the appellants are concerned, a

charge as being prohibited by this 
section. Counsel for the Crown 
took the position that that was a 
matter of defence and should not 
be disposed of at that time though 
appellants’ counsel pointed out that 
if the objection were sustained it 
would obviate a long trial, which 
did in fact last for 55 days. The 
Trial Judge declined to decide the 
point at that time and, as will later 
appear, he instructed the jury con- 
trary to the appellants’ contention. 


CONSTRUCTION NOT CLEAR 

The proper construction of this 
section is by no means clear. There 
are so many disjunctives that it can 
{ be analyzed into a great many com- 
| plete sentences. The Trial Judge in 
\his instructions to the jury gave 
his interpretation as follows: “My 
view is that what section 28 was 
designed to prevent was putting the 
same persons on trial at the same 
time under both section 498 of the 
Criminal Code and the Combines 
Investigation Act.” 

If that had been all that was in- 
tended it seems strange that it had 
not been expressed in those simple 
terms. 

A few years before there had 
been a trial in which the defend- 
ants had been charged under both 
Acts and on the same evidence 
convicted of an offence under both 
and, notwithstanding Section 15 of 
| the Code, and that it was only one 
set of circumstances upon which 
guilt was found, penalties were im- 
posed under both and this was af- 
firmed by the Supreme Court of 
| Canada. 
| 202 and 699, and (1932) S.C.R. 279, 
sub nom Belyea vy. R. and Wein- 
raub v. R. Later in R. v. Alexan- 
der Limited (1932) 2 D.L.R. 109, 
| though the defendants were tried 
| and convicted under both Acts, the 
Trial Judge out of deference to 
Section 15 declined to impose more 
than one penalty. 


CROWN’S ARGUMENT 
If all that had been intended was 
| to prevent a recurrence of what had 


happened in these cases it would 
have been simple to provide that 
no one shall be charged under the 
Combines Act at the same time as 
he is charged under the Code, for 
he cannot be tried or convicted 
without being charged. 

The Crown's argument is that in 
analyzing the section we should 
have regard ‘to the correlatives and 
that it means charged by the same 
information, tried upon the same 
evidence and convicted at the same 
time. No doubt it means all that, 
but it seems difficult to think when 
that could have been expressed in 
simple terms it should have used 
the involved expression “if some- 
thing more comprehensive were not 
intended. 

It may be observed too that the 
Trial Judge’s interpretation was not 
“tried on the same evidence” but 
“tried at the same time.” 

It is a time honored rule of con- 
struction of penal statutes that they 
should be given a construction, so 
far as legitimate, most favorable to 
the subject. It appears quite as le- 
gitimate a construction to take out 
of the combination of sentences “no 
one shall be charged with an of- 
fence against this Act at the same 
time as he is charged with an of- 
fence against Section 498 of the 
Criminal Code” as “no one shall be 
tried for an offence against this Act 
at the same time as he is tried for 
an offence against Section 498 of 
the Criminal Code” which the Trial 
Judge did in his instructions to the 
jury. 

“TIME” INTERPRETATION 

It is clear that the word time in 
the expression “at the same time” 
may mean a point or moment of 
time or a period of time, and as a 
period of time its synonym “while” 
could be substituted for “at the 
same time as.” It must be so at 
least with respect to a trial for that 
cannot be a point of time, and ap- 
plying the synonym to the charge 
the sentence would be “no one Shall 
be charged with an offence against 
this Act while he is charged with 
an offence against Section 498 of 
the Criminal Code.” 

I am of the opinion that the ap- 
pellants are right in their conten- 
tion that when the charge, the sub- 
ject of the present appeal, was prc: 
fered there was a charge existing 
under section 498 of the Code, for 
the reason that the charge in the 
information laid in 1939 had never 
been disposed of. 

This conclusion rests upon a Con 
sideration of the ocffect of the stay 
of proceedings entered during the 
trial following the preliminary cn- 
quiry on the information charging 
an offence under sec‘ion 498 of the 
Code. 

Section 962 of the Criminal Code 
is as follows: 

“962—The Attorney General 
may, at any time after an indict- 
ment has been found against any 
person for any offence and be- 
fore dndement is given thereon, 
direct the officer of the court to 
make on the record an entry that 
the proceedings are stayed by his 
direction. and on such entry be- 
ing made all such proceedings 
shall be stayed accordingly.” 

Whether or not the s‘ay of pro 
ceeding, provided for in this section 
is the same as a nolle prosequi. it

NOT ACQUITTAL 

The opinion expressed by Lord 
Holt does not appear to have been

| again for the same offence. 9 Hals. 
2nd Ed. p. 146. It is clear that the 
stay affected by the nolle prosequi 
does not amount to an acquittal 
nor does it put an end to the prose- 
cution entirely, as seems to have 
been the opinion of Crompton, J, 
in Reg. v. Allen 1 B and S, 850;

within the purview of both, it seems 
to me that section 28 may well be 
looked upon as a legislative adop- 
tion of the principle stated by Cock- 
burn, C.J., in Rex v. Elrington 31 
L.J. M.C. 14, at page 16, where he 
said: “It is a fundamental principle 
that out of the same state of facts 
a series of prosecutions is not to be 
allowed.” 


“VIEW SUPPORTED” 

This view is supported by the re- 
ference in section 28 to the “same 
evidence” which presupposes the 
same “state of facts.” 

In this connection it may be 
noted that, while it is the “same 
information" the “same evidence” 
and the “same time” that are men- 
tioned in the section, it is “an of- 
fence”, ie., any offence that is the 


subject to which the prohibition | 


relates, and it has been suggested 
that the election given by the sec- 
tion might bar a prosecution un- 
der the Combines Investigation 

Act even in respect of any com- 
bine where a prosecution has been 
commenced under section 498 of 
the Criminal Code. 

Another ground raised on the mo- 
tion to quash the several counts of 
the charge was that the provisions 
of the Crimina] Code do not permit, 
in jurisdictions where no grand jury 
functions, a charge in the nature of 
an indictment to be preferred by 
the Attorney General or his agent, 
save where a preliminary hearing 
has been had; and it is now argued 
that, even if the court should feel 
bound by the answer given by the 
majority of the Supreme Court of 
Canada in In re Criminal Code 16 
Can. C.C. 459; 43 SC.R. 434, the 
opinion there expressed is not ap- 
plicable to a prosecution under the 
Combines Investigation Act. 

There is much force in the latter 
argument. It is clear that if, after 
an investigation has been made un- 
der the Act, the evidence taken by

PRESENT SITUATION 

It follows, from the effect given 
| as above to sec. 28 of ch. 54 of 1935, 
that the indictment or charge should 
have been quashed and that the

if the Crown desires to proceed 
further, a new formal charge in 
writing, if, indeed, that may be 
necessary, may be preferred under 
sec, 873 s.s.

If the view above suggested that

28 of ch, 54 of 1935, the Crown, if 
it desired to proceed could com- 
mence a new prosecution for viola- 
tion of the. Combines Investigation 
Act, by having an information laid 
and a preliminary enquiry held; 


were not previously charged under 
the Criminal Code. 

These two appellants who get no 
help from sec. 28, having been 
charged only under the Combines 
Investigation Act, are Wallace & 
Norman Limited, and H. Simon & 
Sons Limited. 

These two appellants are, in my 
opinion, entitled to judgment allow- 
ing their appeals, quashing the con- 
victions and granting a new trial 
if the Crown desires. 

T have arrived at this conclusion 
after giving careful consideration 
to the argument advanced by 
counsel for the Crown that, as 
to all of the grounds of appeal 
upon which a new trial might 
otherwise be ordered, the Court 
should apply Sec, 1014 of the 
Criminal Code and hold that 
there has been no wrong or mis- 
carriage of justice. 

There is one ground of such 
seriousness that, if there were none 
other, the verdict and judgment 
cannot be allowed to stand. 

It appears that after the verdict 
had been given and recorded; the 
learned trial judge frankly stated 
to counsel that after the jury had 
retired and he had left the court 
house, the sheriff called him on the 
telephone and said that the jury 
wished to see the addresses deliv- 
ered by all the counsel and asked 
him if it was in order for them to 
have a transcript of those addresses, 
and that he, the Judge, had in- 
formed him that it was, The jury's 
request was complied with, in the 
absence of the accused and thtir 
counsel, and without their knowl- 
edge or that of crown counsel, and 
hot in open court 


“INCIDENT FATAL” 

Without elaborating the reasons 
why this unfortunate incident is 
fatal, reference may be made to 


sec. 943 of the Criminal Code, and 
to Rex v. Paris, 38 Can. C.C. 126; 
Rex v. Willmont, 10 cr. Ap. R. 173; 
Regina v. Fitzgerald, 15 Victorian 
L.R. 40. 

In my opinion also effect must 
be given to the objection that no 
warning was given as to the danger 
of acting upon the uncorroborated 
evidence of accomplices, especially 
with respect to the evidence of the 
witness Munich, whose evidence 
was especially relied upon by the 
crown as tending to prove that the 
combine, which admittedly had 
been formed and operated, had 
Operated to the detriment of the 
public, 

With respect I am also of the 
opinion that the question of proof 
of that most important ingredient 
of the offence, that the combine 
had operated or was likely to 
operate to the detriment of the 
Public, was not adequately put to 
the jury by the learned trial 
judge. The real defence of all the 
appellants was that the crown 
had not proved this and that the 
defence had proved the opposite. 

It is unnecessary and I think in- 
advisable to express an opinion 
upon the other questions exhaust- 
ively and interestingly discussed. 

For instant, the question of mul- 

tiplicity in the charges in particular 
counts has peculiar reference to 
charges under the Combines In- 
vestigation Act as distinct from sec. 
498 of the Criminal Code and as it 
would seent to be unlikely that those 
few defendants who had not been 
charged under the latter will be 
proceeded against under the form- 
er, this question loses a great deal 
of its importance. I would suggest, 
however, that if the charges under 
the criminal code are proceeded 
with further, the counts may be

The cost-of-living bonus arrange- 
ment is designed to keep wages and 
prices in balance. Bonus payments in- 
crease only if prices show a substantial 
increase. The Bureau of Statistics re- 
port for the three-month period Octo- 
ber to December is expected to show 
a price increase of less than one point, 
in which case employers will not be re- 
quired to increase the bonus payments 
at the middle of this month. 

It is to be hoped the Bureau’s report 
will be as expected. If so, the price con- 
trol mechanism will be shown to have 
worked successfully during the first 
three-month period, ground for hoping 
that it will continue to work. 

As between a condition of rising 
prices and increased bonus payments 
and a condition of static prices and pay- 
ments, the latter is to be preferred. 
Because those who get increased pay- 
ments are no better off if they have to 
hand out the money to meet increased 
prices, and those who do not get 
bonuses are worse off. 

Despite the bonus arrangement, the 
average standard of living must go 
down if the price level goes up. Some 
may benefit, but the great majority 
either do not benefit at all or eal 
fare worse. The country over, and all 
classes considered, a stabilized price 
level does the greatest good to the 
greatest number. 


South York 


From the echoes of the by-electian 
in South York one might suppose Mr. 
Meighen was heading a party pledged 
to conscription against a Government 
refusing to apply conscription. 

The facts are of course exactly the 
reverse. The party of which Mr. Mei- 
ghen has assumed the leadership is 
equally pledged with the Government 
against conscription. It was so pledg- 
ed by Hon. R. J. Manion, who held the 
leadership by virtue of selection at a 
party convention. The party has cer- 
tainly not given Mr. Meighen any 
authority to cancel out the pledges of 
Mr. Manion, It has had no opportunity 
to do so. 

In so far as conscription enters into 
the contest, and it appears to be the 
chief subject of discussion, the by-elec- 
tion in South York is a political tem- 
pest in a teapot. The outcome will 
neither bring conscription nor prevent 
it. That question is to be settled by 
the voters at a Dominion-wide plebis- 
cite. The issue in South York is wheth- 
er Mr. Meighen will or will not secure a 
seat in the House of Commons, 

- At the plebiscite the voters will be 
asked to release the Government from 
its pledge and thus give it a free hand 
as to what methods may be used to 
raise troops for service outside Canada. 
The South York electors are being 
asked to condemn the Government for 
thus respecting its promise, and to say 
by inference that the promise should be 
treated as only ‘‘a scrap of paper”. 

Should Mr. Meighen be elected, it 
will be as a conscriptionist leader of 
a party pledged against conscription, 
who objects to the Government asking 
for freedom of action to employ con- 
scription if and when necessary. By- 
elections in Canada have produced 
some historic absurdities, but never 
one so complete as this. 


Back And Forth 


A bewildered commentator in Lon- 
don admits that the situation in Libya 
is “extraordinary”. He did not over- 
state the case. It is extraordinary to 
the point of being without parallel in 
this or the other Great War. A month 
ago Rommel’s army was supposed to 
be down and out, with the British-Al- 
lied troops choosing their own time to 
administer the final blow. Now it is 
on the offensive, and has swept nearly 
half-way back to the Egyptian border. 

Obviously large reinforcements and 
huge consignments of new equipment 
reached the Axis forces, coming across 
the Mediterranean, perhaps by way of 
Tunisia. And there is room to suspect 
some British troops were withdrawn 
for use on other fronts, as last epring 
some were sent to Crete. As a contest 
in “getting the most men on the spot,” 
Rommel is for the time the winner. 

But that is not the whole question in 
Where “the spot” happens to 
important. Graziani 
found that out when his huge niarooned 
army was smashed to pieces by a force 
one-tenth its own size operating from 
nearer supply bases. Every mile Rom- 
mel moves eastward puts him farther 
from his sources of supply, and short- 
ens the communication lines of his op- 
ponents. Distance stopped the British 
drive to the west, and may stop Rom- 
mel's drive to the east. 

Libya is different, in that sheer 
weight of numbers or even of equip- 
ment counts less there than in any 
other theatre. From France to Russia 
the Nazi offensives rolled along by mo- 
mentum, But there is a limit to the 
size of any army that can gain and hold 
momentum in a desert. Rommel is 


getting a long way from his food re- 
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serves, water supplies, and munitions 
dumps. Perhaps he is getting where 
Auchinleck wants him. 


Lozovaya 


Readers who follow the fighting on 
the eastern front by the use of small 
scale maps may not find the city of 
Lozovaya marked. It is located south 
of Kharkov, about one-third way from 
that city to the Sea of Azov. 

Recapture of Lozovaya is stated by 
Moscow to be an event of outstanding 
importance. The claim is fully sup- 
pores by the jubilation with whicn the 

azis celebrated their capture of the 
place some months ago. The city is a 
railway-centre, from which lines radi- 
ate which have gained for it the title of 
“gateway” to the Ukraine and the 
Donets area; one ranking among the 
richest of Russia's food-producing re- 
gions, the other one of its most highly 
industrialized munitions - producing 
areas. 

The city stands between the Donets 
and the Dneiper rivers. It was strong- 
ly fortified and tenaciously held by the 
Nazis, and ita recapture marks a seri- 
ous break in their line of defence. The 
more serious because unless they can 
hold the line of the Dneiper to the rear, 
their armies to the south, including 
those in the Crimea, will be in danger 
of isolation. Lozovaya is only half as 
far from the Rumanian border as it is 
from Moscow. 


In the fighting to hold this railway 
centre the enemy is said to have em- 
ployed 50,000 men, to have suffered 
heavy casualties, and to have lost more 
than 6,000 motor vehicles, 40 tanks 
and armored cars, and more than 650 
field guns. This victory in the south, 
and the advance to which it opens the 
way, may rank-in military importance 
with the drive far to the north toward 
the border of att 9 


One Toronto member of parliament 
“implored” the Government to not sub- 
mit the proposed plebiscite, because 
this would leave the decision to “unin- 
formed public opinion”. His electors 
will surely be interested in the estimate 
he places upon pee ignorance. 


The question of difference in rates 
of pay came up in the British parlia- 
ment, eliciting the information that the 
“Tommy’s” basic gate is two shillings 
ninepence per day” (55 cents), while the 
American private gets 70 cents, and the 
Canadian soldier $1.30.

Daylight Saving 


Editor, Bulletin: It seems to me your 
columnist Harold Weir's article in last 
Wednesday’s Bulletin under the heading, 
“Daylight Saving Humbug” is very ill- 
considered. 

Mr. Weir says in part, “On Feb. 9, the 
United States, to save power, is going to 
begin work one hour earlier in the morn- 
ing and quis one hour earlier at night. 
We wish in Canada to do the same thing, 
but instead of simply saying, in our two 
countries, that we are going to crawl out 
of bed, from now on an hour earlier than 
usual, we do tricks with the clock.” 

Mr. Weir says that device illustrates 
one fundamental frailty of human nature 
and behavior. In this case it would be more 
correct to say that we are the victims of 
our Own device. 

Because whenever we decide that a 
thing is desirable or necessary, it is not 
always a matter of how we want to do it 
or implement it, it is quite often a matter 
of how it has to be done or implemented. 

Anything, no matter what it is, a farm, 
a factory, a railway, an incorporated com- 
pany, a municipality, a province or a 
state, is a unit, every unit no matter what 
it is, has to be operated or administered on 
a system. 

If it is necessary in the United States 
to start work an hour earlier in the morn- 
ing in order to save power, that is what is 
desirable or necessary to carry it out with- 
out setting the clock ahead one hour, or:as 
your columnist says “doing tricks with the 
clock” it would be necessary to do many 
other things besides crawling out of bed 
an hour earlier in the morning.

Indeed, a frank and opén acknowledg- 
ment of this fact should 
give anything but comfort 
to the enemy because in 
that dissatisfaction lies 
the remedy for the ail- 
ment which has provided 
easy victories for the Axis 
in all parts of the world, 

The Empire's dissatis- 
faction should not make 
for confusion. It should 
make for greater cohesion. 
It should not Sn barsas 
or dismay our high com- Weir 
mands. It should stimu- Moreld L, 
late these high commands to get down 
to realities and abandon some of the hide- 
bound traditions which appear to be ham- 
pering our efforts. 

One thing must be recognized; at this 
moment we are heading for defeat. 

Only a great and powerful wave of im- 
perial dissatisfaction, plainly and eme 
phatically expressed, can shake this Eme 
pire into the alertness and realisticemind- 
edness which alone can bring victory. 

Our salvation lies in discontent. 


What's to Blame? 


It would be mere guesswork, and an 
idiotic sort of guesswork, at that, for any 
amateur strategist, at this distance, to 
attempt to put a critical finger upon those 
concrete factors that cause our war effort 
to fall short of maximum efficiency. 

Nevertheles there are a few generali- 
ties upon which it is safe to venture. — 

An the first is that our comparative 
ineffectiveness in this war is largely due 
to a state of mind, 

Our leaders in every imperial govern- 
ment are sincere, loyal and devoted. We 
are governed throughout the Empire by 
as excellent a set of men as ever appeared 
in public life, 

Yet, somewhere in this governing atruc- 


realities of this war, to abandon military 
and naval traditions that are obsolete and 
to think in those same terms of total war 
as give the enemy his advantage. _ 
There is no implied course, in this be- 
cause it is obvious that an Empire so com- 
pletely devoted to peace as Our Empire is 
cannot achieve total war-mindedness and 
an understanding of total war technique 
as quickly as a nation like Germany that 
has spent the past ten years brooding over 
such things. ; 
Nevertheless, the transition must be 
made, We must face strategical reality. 
And only the vigorous demand of the 
people can hasten that process of tran- 


sition. 
Obsolescent 
Among the obsolescent doctrines to 


which our commanders seem to cling is 
that of the efficacy of capital ships. 

Heavy battleships are only useful for 
sinking other heavy battleships. 

This is a war of mobility and speed. 
Battleships have neither, 

Wherever we have relied upon this 
doctrine of battleship infallibility, we 
have lost heavily. Singapore is in danger 
today, not because it was not fortified with 
skill and thoroughness, but because it was 
fortified for the kind of a war that passed 
out twenty years ago. 

It is in immediate danger because the 
high command, apparently, has just now 
begun to realize that the nature of war 
has changed, that the future of martial 
power rides in the air and that navies and 
armies are useful and essential insofar as 
the former can support and supplement air 
attack and insofar as the latter can con- 
solidate air gains. 


We have had thousands of bright of- © 


ficers who understand and appreciate 
these things. Apparently the high officers 
at the top have only been convinced of 
them when it is on the brink of being too

FROM THE VANCOUVER PROVINCE 


The cultivated plantations of Malaya, 
the Netherlands. Indies, the Philippines, 
Ceylon, Burma, French .Indo-China and 
Siam, all now in the thick of the war, 
produce better than 95 per cent. of the 
world’s rubber supply. 

Part of this source is 12,000 miles from 
the United States, but 25 years ago 90 per 
cent, of the world’s rubber came from wild 
trees in the jungles of Brazil, although, of 
course, the world’s demand then was but 
a fraction of what it is today. 

An Englishman, Sir Henry Wickham, 
transplanted Brazilian rubber tree seeds 
in Ceylon with such success that planta- 
tions soon were started in many areas of 
the East, 

As a source Brazil was not practical 
because wild rubber trees might be found 
as far as a mile apart and the native rub- 
ber gatherers were compelled to travel

Now pilots of Hurricane squadrons over 
Singapore indicate that they are badly 
handicapped by sheer lack of numbers. 

Why? 

Why have surplus fighting planes in 
England not been sent before?

Two days ag0, Singapore appealed for 
help in these words: 

“Need of reinforcements, especially of 
fighters, is urgent. More fighters are need- 
ed, and needed quickly, to join in fighting 
over the island. Al] the present fighter 
force is able to do is to exert a certain 
deterrent effect.” 

This tragic situation might be said to 
have resulted from legitimate miscalcula- 
tion and bad timing if it had not been for 
experience in the Battle of Flanders where 
for a time four squadrons of Hurricanes 
were called upon to face practically the 
entire Luftwaffle, 

But great publicity had been given to 
the unevenness of that battle and it was 
assumed that the same situation would not 
be allowed to arise again. But it has arisen 


again. And the English people are de- 
manding with increasing insistence to 
know why. 


Failure to produce enough fighters of 
the right type at the right time is also 
blamed for the current reverse in Libya, 

So-called tank-bysters, fighters equip-

Turning a withering counter-attack on E. J. Martin, Ind., 
Peace River, scathingly denouncing the northern member's 
previous-day censure of himself and the Social Credit forces, 
Hon. Lucien Maynard, K.C., minister of municipal affairs, 
spoke Wednesday in the legislature in vigorous defence of 
the Alberta government's war effort and of the charge 
against his own department in relation to the purchase of; missionary work at Serangos, nor- 


Victory bonds by municipaliti 

The minister, 
he “did not like patting himself 
or his government on the back,” 
stated that he felt forced by Mr. 
Martin's suggestions of disloyalty 
and unpatriotism to counter them 
and proceeded to cite the Social 
Credit’s attitude and actions back- 
ing the war effort. 

He dealt at length with the gov- 
ernment’s “enabling” order-in- 
council for war bond buying by 
municipalities, decried Mr. Martin's 
suggestion that the order was to 
hamper loan subscriptions and ac- 
cused the oppositionist of “hiding 
behind the patriotic flag’ to com- 
mit “political skullduggery.” 


FINANCIAL REFORM 

First cabinet minister to take 
part in the throne speech debate, 
Mr. Maynard used the closing min- 
utes of his address to give his views 
briefly on the Social Credit demand 
for financial reform and debt-free 
money. He ended with the declara- 
tion: “We can not wait until the 
war is over to start preparing for 
the post-war period.” 

In opening his speech the minis- 
ter assured the previous speaker, 
D. J. McKinnon, Ind., Gleichen, 
that the enlarged municipal units 
were not being organized on a 
“mathematical basis,” but that one 
of the first considerations was 
agricultural problems and com- 
munity of interests. 

Standing with feet astride and 
facing towards Mr. Speaker Peter 
Dawson, the young department 
chief spoke vehemently and his 
utterances brought repeated desk- 
tnumping and cries of “shame” and 
“put him out,” directed at Mr Mar- 
tin, from the Social Credit benches. 

“The honorable member for Peace 
River yesterday made some re- 
marks which cannci be ignored,” 
Mr. Maynard said. “In his attacks 
on the members on this side of the 
house he said their tactics were un- 
clean and corrupt. 

“He asked whv the Alberta gov- 
«etnment was the only one taking 
an officia; stand sgainst the war 
effort and ine spoke of the munici- 
pality of Frirview's by-law to buy 
a $500 victory ‘:an, saying it was 
prevented. 


*‘UNCLEAN TACTICS” 

“I can oniy come to One conclu: 
sion, that his description of un- 
clean tactics cin apply to no one 
more than himself. 

“He has set himself up 48 a 
patriotic force, tacking on quota- 
tions from the Holy Bible, and for 
unfair and unjustifiable attacks I 
have never seen the equal of his 
performance. : 

“The honorable member has gone 
so far beyond the bounds of decency 
that many of his colleagues have 
been embarrassed,’ Mr. Maynard 
declared. ‘ 

He stated that, as early as the 
fall of 1935, the Social Credit 
members of parliament in caucus 
issued a ‘statement that “Canada 
should at once prepare for war, 
on land and at sea, to defend the 
integrity of the British Emprre.” 

“They knew that Canada in rfe- 
cent years had aimost compietely 
neglected her defence responsibil- 
ities,” the minister continued. He 
rtoted that the Otiawa Citizen had 
pointed out that Canada’s perman- 
ent air force had cut flying time 
from 32,000 flying hours to 3,200 in 
three years at lie time of Hitier’s 
rise tu power. 


“COMPLETE SUPPORT” 

In 1939, several days before Can- 
ada declared war on Germany, he 
said, a caucus of Social Credit 
M.P.’s and members of the provin- 
cial cabinet had taken the stand 
that Canada should give the Mother 
Country “complete support” in the 
war then impending and had enun- 
ciated the principles of conscription 
of finance, of material resources and 
of manpower, { 

“In 1942 we still insist that Brit- 
ain must win this war,” he continu- 
ed, “that Britain and the allied 
countries can win it and, having 
won it, can be greater and more 
prosperous, But, so long as we have 
people more or less unemployed, 
materials more or less unused and 
people trying to discredit the mo- 
tives of political groups for the sake 
of political advantage, the country’s 
war effort is not total.” 


GOVERNMENT'S ACTIONS 
“So much for our words—now for 
our actions,” he continued. 
He stated that the provincial 
government had cancelled all land 
tax for servicemen and had ap- 
pointed an administrator to help 
men who wished to enlist to put 
their affairs in order; had 
a moratorium on old debts for 
soldiers and later passed the Sol- 
diers’ Relief Act for this purpose. 
The government, he continued, 
had revived cadet training in 
schools and the department of ¢d- 
ucation had allowed scholastic 
credits for this training for older 
boys. It had organized the Vet- 
erans' Volunteer Reserve under the 
supervision of the attorney-general. 
Intensive tourist promotion had 
been undertaken to help build up 
foreign exchange in Canada. Tech- 
nical courses had been provided in 
schools for recruits in the army's 
technical services, a radio training 
school had been provided at the 
university with instruction supplied 
by the department of education, 
training in trades at the youth train 
ing centres had been enhanced with 
special courses for soldier trades: 
men.

“We gave the lead in Canada by 
forming the price spreads board in 
1939,” he continued. 


SUPPORTS LOAN 

When the 1941 Victory Loan was 
launched, the minister continued, a 
statement was issued by Premier 
William Aberhart urging full sup- 
port of the loan and an advertise- 
ment was published by the provin- 
cial government in support of the 
loan, The premier also had sent a 
letter to every Alberta mayor urg- 
ing street decorations to advertise 
the loan. 


“I was approached by the loan 
committee to see if surplus funds 
of municipalities could be invest- 
ed in the Victory Loan,” Mr. May- 
nard sald. “It was discovered that 
the municipalities had no statu- 
tory authority to invest their 
money in these bonds. 


“We passed an order under which 
the municipalities might submit by- 
Jaws to the department for the pur- 
chase of these loans, I have every 
confidence that the legislation to 
validate this order-in-council and 
the bond purchases will be passed 
by this legislature. The order-in- 
council required the consent of the 
minister for the bylaws, to ensure 
that surplus funds were available 
for the purchases. 


“The member for Peace River 
suggests that the order was to pre- 
vent the purchase of the bonds, but 
it was to facilitate their purchase.” 

Mr, Maynard read the full text 
of the order-in-council. 


READS RETURN 

He then read a return, asked for 
by the Peace River member, giving 
a list of all municipalities in the 
province that had applied for the 
“consent of the minister” to buy 
Victory Loan 1941. 


Outside of Edmonton and Cal- 
gary, which did not require 
special permission, two cities, 10 
towns, six villages and 14 muni- 
cipal districts had submitted by- 
laws for bond purchases, Ap- 
Proval had been given to the two 
cities, seven towns, four villages 
seven municipal districts, 
which resulted in the purchase of 
$75,200 worth of bonds. 

Refusals had been made in cases 
where there were insufficient sur- 
plus funds in the municipalities’ 
accounts, or where additional! in- 
formation had been asked for by 
the minister and not received. 

He listed the following bond pur- 
chases: Cities, Drumheller, $2,000; 
Red Deer, $15,000, Towns, Grande 
Prairie, $1000; Hanna, $10,000; Mac- 
leod, $3,000; Nanton, $1,000; Stettler, 
$5,000; Taber, $2,000; Vulcan, $5,000. 
Villages, Clive, $200; Fairview, $500; 
Rockyford, $500; Youngstown, $300. 
Municipal districts, Eureka, $5,000; 
Grasswold, $10,000; Rosebud, $4,000; 
Stocks, $500; Crown, $5,000; Park- 
land, $1,000; Inga, $500. 


FAIRVIEW M.D. 

The minister stated that when 
Fairview M.D., of which Mr. Martin 
is secretary-treasurer, submitted its 
bylaw for $500, it was noted that 
the district's annual statement at 
December 31, 1940, showed a bank 
and cash balance of $1,798 and 
liabilities of $1,519. 

“The member said our answer 
was delayed until the loan was 
closed and suggested that we had 
delayed replying in order to make 
it too late for them to participate 
in the loan,” Mr, Maynard said. 

“Their bylaw and letter was dat 
ed June 25 and our reply was dated 
July 4, just nine days later. We

the Baptist Foreign Mission. He is 
enroute to his birthplace in Monc- 
ton, N.B., on furlough, 


PRIMITIVE NATIVES 

Dr. West and his staff has been 
working among the Orija and Sa- 
varo tribes, who make their home 
among the Himalaya foothills of 
northern India. 

Among the Orijas are two groups, 
the Paiks, who are regarded as the 
most advanced and the Parnos. The 
Savaros are possibly the most 
primitive natives in India, Dr. West 
stated. 

The sudden rush of Christian 
converts among the Savaros in 
the past two years has been the 
most cheerful aspect of his 23 
years of medical missionary work, 
Dr. West stated. 

Assistance in combatting a 
peculiar disease that is prevalent 
among the natives is now being re- 

ceived from the Indian government. 
This disease is called “Yaws.” 


Dr. West related numerous ex- 
periences he and his staff have 
faced due to Hindu opposition to 
Christianity. 

He described rioting, inspired by 
non-Christians, which took the life 
of one of their missionaries last 
year. 

In answer to a question about 
Indian attitude to the war, Dr. West 
emphatically stated that they are 
going “all out” but that leadership 


One of the greatest evidences of 
India’s interest in the war is her 
advance in mechanical develop- 
ment, especially in the use of auto- 
mobiles, the establishment of plants 
manufacturing large machinery and 
the universal interest in flying, Dr. 
West declared.

in this house that they immedi- 
ately paid their account of $732 for 
old age pensions and this year’s ac- 
count, too.” 

The minister then became more 
vehement, “When they paid their 
account they could have had the 
authority and bought their bonds, 
but Mr. Martin preferred to wait 
until February of 1942 and wave 
his unsigned bylaw around to 
show that the government had 
hindered the municipality and— 
in the meantime—he deprived 
the Dominion of Canada of the 
use of that $500 for the war.” 

(Cries of “shame” and “boo” came 

from the Social Credit benches, 
while Mr. Martin sat back in his 
chair and smiled.) 


MEMBER PROTESTS 

The Peace River member rose in 
his seat to protest. “Mr, Speaker, 
that statement is not true,” he said. 

“It is not in order at this time to 
deny a statement made on the 
floor of the house.” the speaker 
said, 

“I am quite willing to be correct- 
ed if the member can give me other 
information.” said Mr. Maynard. 

“It requires unanimous consent 
of the house for this to be done,” 
the speaker said. 

“I would like it and I am sure 
the house would giye unanimous 
consent,” the minister replied. 

Mr, Martin was allowed to pro- 
ceed, “I have just sent the min- 
ister a statement which shows our 
balance to be sufficient and which 
shows that we did invest the $500 
in the Victory loan,” he said. 

“Oh, yes, I have the statement, 
but no bylaw,” said Mr. Maynard. 
“And yesterday the member accus- 
ed this government of passing ultra 
vires legislation, but he invested 
$500 without statutory authority.” 
“OPEN TO ATTACK” 

“IT can't understand it, unless he 
did it just to brag about his patriot- 
ism. He preferred to wave his by- 
law around to show that he had not 
received consent from the minister, 
while he invested his municipal- 
ity’s money without authority, That 
is the basest kind of political skull- 
duggery.” 

At this point Lionel Tellier, Ind, 
Legal, asked, “Wasn't the order-in- 
council passed on the assumption 
that the municipalities hadn't the 
authority to buy Victory Bonds?” 

“Tho offivers of the crown said 
they had no statutory authority 
and the Victory Loan Committee 

knew there was no authority and 
asked us to pass an order-in-voun- 
cil to enable surplus municipal 
funds, to be invested in the loan,” 
the minister replied. 

“But now,” he said, looking di- 
rectly at Mr. Martin, “the Peace 
River member has left his whole 
council open to attack—not himself, 
of course, but every member of his 
council.

“That's the height of optimism, wishful thinking that could 
come only from such as those stuck with the Browns in Mississippi 
mud. The truth is that the oft-discussed proposal to switch a major 
league club to California is ridiculous, . 


“While too much time would not now be lost by train, the cost of 
transportation would be prohibitive, The distance would call for long 
series on the coast, and the trend in the big show last year was to make 
them shorter, 

“While it is true that under the present major-minor league agree- 
ment a big league club can go into a minor loop by paying $5,000, there 
is the little matter of damages. 

“Wrigley interests have a million-dollar park in Los Angeles, and the 
Hollywood club in its own plant and a sizeable investment, One or the 
other and the entire Pacific Coast League would have to be satisfied. 
The situation would come down to a league meeting. The Seattle club, 
for example, would have a claim as a component part of the circuit, 

“If the Browns had the fresh money it would take to put them in 
Los Angeles, they could remain in St. Louis and obtain material. 
Going to Los Angeles, they would have to pay the damages and raise 
money for reinforcements on top of that. It goes without saying that 
damages—direct and indirect—would amount to quite a sum, and rather 
than break up the Coast League, Commissioner Landis undoubtedly 
would keep the amount high.

German Here On| 
Defence Charge 


Born in Germany and a resi- 
dent of Canada for the last ten 
years, Ernest Ploentske, 35, for- 
mer trapper, was sentenced to 
serve three months in Fort Sas- 
katchewan jail by Magistrate A. I. 
Millar, K.C., in city police court 
Thursday when he pleaded guilty 
to being in possession of ammuni- 
tion, contrary to the Defence of 
Canada Regulations, 


Ploentzke was brought to Edmon- 
ton from Coalspur, where on Jan. 
27 he was convicted of assaulting 
a woman and fined $15 and costs, 
with the option of a 60-day jail 
term. He defaulted payment and 
was en route to the provincial jail 
when he was brought into court on 
the charge of illegal possession of 
ammunition. The new sentence wili 
be concurrent with the 60-day term, 

Const. J, R. Blair, R.C.M.P. Cado- 
min detachment, charged Ploentzke, 
after he searched his cabin, located 
a few miles from Coalspur and dis- 
covered a box of 50 .22 calibre 
shells, and 42 rounds of .306 ammu- 
nition for a high powered rifle. 


TOOLS FOR AMMUNITION 

Also found in the accused’s pos- 
session was a large quantity of tools 
for the manufacture of. bullets, 
Police testified that they had dis- 
covered a melting pot, dipper, 
moulds and gas checks, all essential 
implements for the making of am- 


munition. There was no evidence, |* 


however, that Ploentzke had actual- 
ly been engaged in such work. 
Cliften G. Purvis, K.C., crown 

Prosecutor, told the court that the 
accused Was believed to also be 
in possession of firearms, which 
he allegedly had concealed. He 
declared that he had refused to 
co-operate with police officers in 
explaining what had become of 
the weapons. 

Under cross-examination by Mr. 
Purvis accused admitted that he 
was acquainted with the regulations 
governing the possession of fire- 
arms but did not know that to have 
ammunition wag illegal. 

“What did you do with the guns?” 
Mr. Purvis asked. $ 

“I have no guns,” accused replied. 

“No, not that we could find,” re- 
torted Mr. Purvis. “Where is your 
high-powered rifle?” he asked. 

“I have none,” Ploentzke answer- 
ed. 


REFUSED LICENSE 


He maintained that he had given 
away, or sold all his firearms at 
the start of the war when he was 
refused a license to continue trap- 
ping. He said also that he had ap- 
plied for naturalization as a Cana- 
dian citizen in 1941 but had been 
turned down. 

Mr. Purvis remarked to the bench 
on the unco-operative attitude of 
the accused to which Magistrate 
Millar replied, “Yes, I've certainly 
noticed it” He then sentenced the 
accused to three months in jail,

First of the civic departmental 
estimates were received by City 
Commissioner John Hodgson on 
Thursday, and it is anticipated that 
the civic budget will] be ready to go 
before the city council about mid- 
March, Mr. Hodgson stated.

Traffic Lights 


Traffic lights will be installed 
at 100 and 102 streets on Jasper 
avenue if a recommendation by 


the civic finance committee Wed- 

nesday is accepted by city coun- 
ct. which meets Monday, 

Moving that the lights be install- 
ed, Ald. H. D. Ainlay suggested that 
the city's traffic regulations “might 
well be overhauled.” He did not 
make any formal] motion to this ef- 
fect, however. He was of the opin- 
ion “there are far tou many stop 
signs in Edmonton at intersections 
were ordinarily traffic is so light 
that a ‘slow’ sign would be more 
effective.” 

Cost of the lights installed would 
be approximately $850 for each ‘in: 
tersection, City Engineer A, W. 
Haddow told the committee. 


TRAFFIC CENSUS 
He reported that a traffic census 
had been taken at several down- 
town corners in 1939, and there was 
sufficient traffic at that time to 
warrant the installation of traffic 
lights at Jasper avenue and 102 
street, and at 101 street and 104.ave- 
nue, anf nearly enough to justify 
lights at Jasper and 100 street. He 
was convinced that traffic at the 
latter intersection had increased in 
the past three years to a volume 
necessitating the lights. 

Because of war conditions City 
Commissioner R. J. Gibb expected 
to see a considerable decline in 
vehicular traffic in the next two 
years, but Ald. Ainlay doubted 
that the volume would fall off a 
great deal, and expressed the 
opinion it would increase tremen- | 
dously in the immediate post-war 
period. 

Commenting on traffic regula- 
tions in the city, Ald. Ainlay said 
“many cars were driven too slowly 
rather than too fast on busy down- 
town streets.” 

MORE TIME 

If city council decides to install 
the lights consideration will be 
given ‘by the city commissioners 
and the city engineer to the ad- 
visability of allowing a longer pe- 
riod for north-and-south traffic to 
cross Jasper avenue at 100 street 
than is allowed at 101 street, be- 
cause of the much heavier north 
and-south traffic at the former 
point. 

The committee decided to recom- 
mend that the agreement between 
the city and the Bus Universal Sup- 
ply of Alberta Ltd., under which 
the bus service to Forest Heights is

But now this is all changed. Witi 
the invention of the microscope. 
new worlds, not even suspected by 
the great Aristotle, were revealed 
for the first time. But even with 
these marvelous instruments many 
of the organisms, whose habits and 
structures science was striving to 
probe, still eluded the investigators. 
They were just too tiny to see, 
even with the new instruments of 
investigation, 

But now comes the new miracle, 
the electron microscope. It is 50 to 
100 times more powerful than any 
previous microscope. It will enlarge 
a red blood corpuscle to the size of 
a two foot hatbox. A ten-cent piece, 
when sighted through this magic 
eye of steel, has a diameter of more 
than a mile and a human hair is 
more than 40 feet in breadth.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


Babies can be trained to want 
food at regular hours if they have 
been introduced to a regular 
schedule early in life. Regularity 
long has been the keynote of the 
modern baby’s training and while 
expetience has helped the doctor 
and the parent to be less rigidly 
inflexible in their routines, they 
have not yet been tempted to go 
back to those hit and miss hours 
of feeding determined by the baby 
himself. 

The choice’ of a 3 or 4 hour 
schedule Would seem to be com- 
pletely arbitrary on the part of the 
doctor, But it is in the nature of 
an experiment. The baby’s own 
stomach sets up a demand for food 
at regular intervals, If the 3 hour 

schedule is right. the baby will fit 
himself into it and waken every 3 
hours and cry for food. If four 
hours is right, the same thing will 
happen. But, if the baby on a 3 
hour schedule hag to be wakened 
to eat and the baby on a 4 hour 
one cannot wait 4 hours, we would 
be foolish indeed-to try to force 
one or the other to remain upon 
that schedule. 

That's an old practice. We had 
such respect for the clock that we 
were inclined to think that it was 
ONLY because it was 6 a.m. that 
baby woke for his food, without re- 
cognizing that clocks or no clocks, 
when the baby’s hunger pangs be- 
gan, he opened his mouth and wail- 
ed for food. The,3 und 4 hour 
schedules have been successful be- 
cause in general they fit into baby's 
own rhythm of hunger. 

Some babies have hunger in- 
tervals so different that these | 
ordinary schedules never can be 
made to fit. They can wait easily | 
for six hours between some meals | 
but are red-faced and screaming | 
within three hours after others. 

It is with such babies that moth- 
ers must be flexible, It Is useless | 
to feed a baby every four hours 
when he only wants food once in| 

six hours. The babies who go on 
three meal schedules early in life 
are bubies of this type. The thing 
to remember is that there is a} 
schedule to fit any child. The 
schedule should be that regular suc- 
cession of meals, of nap times, of 
recreation and airings which the 
mother has come to know will ful- 
fill most happily the needs of her 
own particular child.

Lacking any 
kings, South would bid three no 
trump, but he is able to bid three 
spades to show that king: North 
bids four clubs to find out about 
the queen. 

South's five hearts now says sev- 
eral things. First, I don’t have the 
|dlamond king you asked about. I

| the club queen, or I would not have 
jumped, 

North knows that South had the 
club ace for hig opening bid, since 
he did not have the diamond king.

McCoy Health Service 


Those who are trying to live on 
a correct diet are often puzzled as 
to how to arrange lunches which 
must be carried to work or to 
school. The lunch carried on any 
one day should be considered in 
relation to the other meals of that 
day in order that a well-balanced 
diet may be used, but in this 
article I am going to suggest some 
good specimen lunches which you 
may use, and will let you arrange 
your other meals accordingly. 

The following are some good 
lunches which will prove both satis- 
fying and nourishing. 

1—Two or three sandwiches of 
whole wheat bread filled with pea- 
nut butter and lettuce. Do not put 
the peanut butter and lettuce in 
the sandwiches. Slice the bread 
before packing in the lunch and 
wrap it in waxed paper so that the 
slices will remain fresh and moist. 
Take along a small jar of peanut 
butter and also one of the fresh 
butter, together with head lettuce 
which has been wrapped in a moist 
cloth. When ready to eat your 
lunch, spread the butter on the 
bread, then add the peanut butter 
and a plentiful supply of lettuce 
leaves. Any lettuce which is left- 
Over may also be eaten. 

Or, carry well washed celery 
with you, which has been wrapped 
in waxed paper, and eat the celery 
along with sandwiches. 

2—Use the same whole wheat 
bread as for the peanut butter 
sandwiches, but vary the filling 
used. Any of the following may be 
taken: Almond nut butter; minced 
eggs; minced ripe olives; cheese; 
roast beef or chicken. Any of these 
make excellent fillings for the whole 
wheat bread sandwiches. 

If you wish, you may take one 
or two sandwiches having a 
“hearty” filling such as roast beef, 
and in addition the third sandwich 
may contain a vegetable filling of 
finely chopped lettuce and celery, 
or # mixture of chopped celery and 
ground carrots. Sometimes the 
vegetable sandwich will provide a 
refreshing addition to the more 
nutritious fillings. When the 
chopped vegetables are used, the 
sandwich may be prepared at home 
and carried in the lunch box wrap- 
ped in waxed paper. 

3—One pint of milk, together with 
any kind of fresh fruit desired, such 
@s Oranges, apples or pears. The 
combination of fruit and milk will 
digest perfectly if no other food is 
used at the same time. Or, as a 
variant use buttermilk and dates. 

4—Cold broiled or roast chicken, 
or cold roast beef, string beans 
(canned), and salad materials such 
as lettuce and celery. The string 
beans are heated and placed in a 
thermos bettle, which will keep 
them warm until the noon hour. 
The ealed ingredients should be 
taken wrapped in a, moist cloth 
and the salad prepared when ready 
to eat.

Enemy Aliens 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—(AP)— 
Francis Biddle, United States at- 
torney general, today designated as 
an area of sharply restricted move- 
ments for German, Japanese and It- 
alian nationals, the California coast 
from the Oregon border south to a 
point 50 miles north of Los Angeles 
and running inland from 30 to 150 
miles. 

The order is effective Feb. 24. Af- 
ter that date, enemy aliens in that 
area must remain in their resi- 
dences from 9 p.m. to 6 a.m., and 
at all other times they must be at 
their homes or their places of em- 
ployment or en route between the 
two, or in any case within five 
miles of their residencés.

Pact With U.S. 
Must Be Kept 
Minister Says 


QUEBEC, Feb. 5.—(CP)—Jus- 
tice Minister St. Laurent said at 
a political rally WedMesday night 
that “not one dollar, not one man 
will be conscripted for anything 
but for the defence of the coun- 
try...» That does not mean 
that the defence will be made 
solely on Canadian soll.” 

“I pray God that it may not be 
on Canadian soil,” he continued, 
speaking at a meeting on his be- 
half for the Feb, 9 by-election in 
Quebec East. “I hope from the bot- 
tom of my heart that the enemy 
will never reach Canadian soil. 

“The sole goal of our effort will 
be for the defence of the country.” 
Because of a mutual defence agree- 
ment with the United States, how- 
ever, “it may be necessary to send 
men out of the country.” 

“When we make a pact like the 
one with the United States, it is 
a two-way affair. It can happen 
that an attack would be made on 
the United States, and we want to 
respect our agreement. If the at- 
tack is on Canada we want the 
Americans to respect the agree- 
ment.” 

Mr. St. Laurent said it would be 
“catastrophic” if the events of 1917 
were to be repeated in Quebec pro- 
vince. 

“I am against that kind of con- 
scription. But you are not against 
and I am not against French-Cana- 
dians doing their part with others 
for the defence of the country.”

One of these, the admiralty said, 
was the Ferrarfs, an 880-ton craft

LONDON, Feb. 5.—‘(AP)-—In the 
mass of contradictory propaganda 
which floods the world in these 
times of war everyone is doubtful 
as to What to believe and what to 
discard. Let me therefore at the 
commencement give you my view 
as to the reliability of Russian 
news, 

When fighting is going on along 
a front of 2,000 miles, collection of 
100 per cent reliable news is im- 
possible, but it is unimportant 
whether there is exact accuracy or 
not 

What we want to know is the 
principle that is adopted in giving 
the news. 


RUSS USE BRITISH PLAN 

It may be the principle of the 
Nazis to make the news fit the 
momentary needs of propaganda 
regardless of the facts—or that of 


unexaggerated as safety of armed 
forces permits. 

This latter method, which has 
been adopted by the British gov- 
ernment as its principle, may 
lead to many omissions especially 
when things are going badly, but 
it does not lead to exaggeration 


of success, 

It is this latter principle that the 
Russians have utilized. 

It has, indeed, been remarkable 
and noticeable that accounts of 
Soviet victories have been restrain-

It is, I think, important in armv- | 
ing at any evaluation of recent Rus- 
sian successes to bear the above 
Observations in mind.

COLD NOT RESPONSIBLE 

It has, however, had to leave a| 
great number ef occupied points | 
and towns that it would very much 
like to have held through the win- 
ter. In leaving those towns, it cer- 
tainly has not been the cold or Rus- 
sian winter that has forced the 
evacuation, 

The effect of the cold is to make 
the Germans went to hold on to 
every house and building that they 
can, to get protection from the 
frost : 

They are leaving because they 
are being driven out after hard 
fighting by the Russians and they 
are leaving behind them a mass of 
material that they would dearly 
like to get away if they could 
stop long enough to take it with 
them. 

It is an orderly retreat just as was |

QUESTION OF MORALE 

The whole question now is one 
of morale, If the morale of the 
Germans was to break, the retreat 
would become a rout. 

At present that morale stands, al- 
though there are signs it is not as 
firm as it once was; it is not yet 
broken and it may well be that the 
difficulties of winter which affect 
the Russians as well as the Ger- 
mans will prevent the retreat from 
turning Into a rout, 

Although the Russians have 
shown that an offensive can be 
carried out in winter conditions, 

it is obvious that the speed of any 
advance must be slowed down by 
cold and deep snow, 

When we come to the considera- 
tion of what spring will bring

THAW PERIOD DIFFICULT

Amending Bills 
Are Introduced 


Bills amending the Vehicles and 
| Highway Traffic act and the 

Municipal Hospitals act were 
introduced in the Alberta legista- 
ture Wednesday, bringing ‘the 
total of the bills given first read- 
ing at the session to 11. 

Tie ainendment to the Vehicles 
and Highway Traffic act, sponsored 
by Provincial Secretary Ernest C 
Manning, provides for a change in 
the period within which an ation 
for damages occasioned by a motor 
vehicle could be brought. 

The Limitations of Actions Act, | 
1935, provided that the period 
within which actions could be 
brought was two years. In 1941 the 
period was reduced to one year. 
The object of the amending bill is | 
to preserve the right of action for 
a year after the new bill came into 
force—April 8, 1941—because the 
1941 change would have barred 
such actions. It was not explained 
why the Vehicle and Highway 
Traffic act is being amended instead 
of the Limitations of Actions act. 
Provision is mede that if the two 
year limitatioy, in the old act ex- 
pires during ‘he year, the action 
will be barred, 

The amendment to the municipal 
hospitals bill, introduced by Hon. 
Dr. W. W. Cross, health minister, 
is designed to limit free medical 
services under the scheme tc hos- 
pital supporters.

The government bill to ratify the 
proposed Dominion-provincial tax 
transfer agreement may be brought 
into the legslature sometime next 
week, it was slated Thursday by 
Premier William Aberhart. 

The agreement calls for the vacas 
tion of the income and corporation 
tax fields by the provincial govern- 
ment for the duration of the war 
and one year after. 

Under the agreement, as drafted 
by the federal government, the 
Dominion will compensate the 
province by approximately the 
amount received from these sources 
in 1940, This grant has been set at 
$4,080,218:67. 

The agreement must be ratified 
by the legislature, through legis- 
lative enactment, before it can be 
accepted and signed by the govern- 
ment.
